Position in the Present Euro- 
pean Conflict 


W.ASH1NOTON. Out. S.—The Belgian 


legation has 
complied the 
following 


statement of the Belgian case in the 
present European war, to answer the 
many inquiries that have boon received 


• on the subject: 


"By 
the 
treaty 
of April 1?, 1835. 


Prussia, France, England. Austria anil 
Russia declared themselves guarantors 
of the treaty concluded on the same 
day between the kins of the Belgians 
and the king of The Netherlands. This 
treaty provides: 
' " 'Belgium forms an independent state 
uf perpetual neutrality.' 


"That is to say BelKium was forbid- 


den, in case of war, to take the part ot 
any of the belligerents. 


"Since then Belgium has fulfilled all 


her neutrality obligations; she has act- 
ed in a spirit of meticulous Impartial- 


x ity. 
She has left nothing undone to 


maintain and make respected her neu- 
trality. Germany's obligation 
to 
re- 


spect'Belgian neutrality was even more 
emphatically nllirmcd by one of l.cr- 
nmny's greatest men. by Hie creator of 
the empire.

He went so far as to employ 
this expression: 'You will see, perhaps, 
your neighbor's house on fire, but your 
house will remain intact.'

day. at 
~ o'clock, in the evening, ho 


communicated the following note to the 
Belgian government: 
"'The German government has re- 


ceived unimpeachable news to the ef- 
fect that the French forces have the 
intention of marching on the Mcuse by 


' Givet and Namur. This news leaves no 
doubt as to the intention of France to 
march upon Germany from Belgian ter- 
ritory. 


"The Imperial government of Ger-

On 
the contrary, the premdltated inten- 
tion of Germany to violate Belgium 
neutrality IB proved In the most Irre- 
futable way. namely, by the affirma- 
tion of the German secretary of state 
himself, and by that ot the German

chen, tho English ambassador in Ber- 
lin to bo allowed to know If Germany 
would pledge herself to respect the 
neutrality of Belgium, the German sec- 
retary of state replied that 'this neu- 
trality had already been violated bj 
Germany.1 Herr von Jagow went again 
Into the reasons why the imperial gov- 
ernment had been obliged to take this 
step, namely, that they had to advanc. 
into Franco by the quickest and easies 
way to as to be able to got well aheac 
with their operations and endeavor t 
strike some decisive blow as early a 
possible. It was a. matter of life an< 
death to them, for. If they hart gon 
by the more southern route, they could 
not have hoped, in view of the paucity 
of the roads and the strength of the 
fortresses, to 
have 
gotten 
through 


without formidable opposition entailing 
great loss of time. This loss of time, 
would mean time gained by the Rus- 
sians for the bringing up of 
their 


troops to the German frontier. Rapid- 
ity of action was the great German 
asset, while that of Russia was the In- 
exhaustible supply of troops.

ments that Germany had for a long

with Great Britain, 


athor than renounce the advantaged 
10 thought eho would gain by not 
oapoutlng the treaty. In tho fuco of 
he»e confessions the allegations that 
rrance wished to violate the neutrality 
f Belgium, an allegation supported by 
6 proof, falls to the ground. 
"To continue the analysis Of tho Gor- 


,ian note, one roads: 'If Belgium con- 
enta to assume In tho war which is 
about to commence tho attitude of 
rlendly neutrality towards Germany, 
tho Gorman government, on Its side, i 
engages, when peace Is 
restored, 
to 


guarantee the integrity of the king- 
dom and Its possessions, 


"Could Belgium, without being false 
to her duties of neutrality, take up the 
position which tho German government 
calls 'friendly neutrality?'

If the vio- 
lation of Belgian territory was to pro- 
cure so signal an advantage to Ger- 
many that she had no fear of bringing 
on war with England to attain It; tnen 
for Belgium to lend herself to the pas- 
sage of German troops must have 
meant the certainty of fatal conse- 
quences for France. Thus for Belgium 
to have yielded to the German ultima- 
tum would Ipso facto have conferred 
a considerable advantage to Germany 
to tho detriment of the other bellig- 
erent, and would have constituted a 
breach of neutrality. 


"Germany concludes her notes by 
threats. She engages on the conditions 
already denned, to evacuate Belgian 
erritory at the conclusion of peace. II 
3elglum behaves in a hostile manner 
that is to say, if ahe does her duty) 
Germany will bo obliged to consider 
Selgrlum an an enemy. She would then 
eave tho ultimate arrangements of the 
olatlons of the two states to tho de- 
Ifalon of arms—in other words, if Bel- 
gium does not agree to violate

"That was made clear by the answer 


of her government. 
The answer was 
as follows: 
" 'The German note 
has

painful surprise to the Belgian gov- 
ernment. Tho intentions which tho 
lote attributes to France are In con- 
tradiction to tho formal 
declarations 
which were made to us on the 1st of 
August In tho name of the republic. 
Besides, If—contrary to our 
expecta- 


tions—France is about to violate the 
neutrality of Belgium. Belgium would 
be prepared to fulfil its neutrality ob- 
ligations, and her enemy would offer 
to the invader the most vigorous re- 
sistance. 
Tho treaties of 1S39, con- 


tirmcd by the treaties of 1S70, commit 
to tho guarantee of the powers and no- 
tably to tho government of His Majes- 
ty the King of Prussia, the Independ- 
ence and neutrality of the Kingdom of 
Belgium. 
"The chancellor of the German em- 
pire said in a sitting of the 
Reich- 
stag on the 4th of August: "We are 
in a state, of legitimate defence. 
Ne- 


cessity knows no law. Our 
troops 
have occupied Luiemburg and 
have 


perhaps already penetrated Into Belgi- 
um. This Is against the law of 
na- 
tions France, it is true, has declared to 
Brussels that she Is determined to re- 
spect the neutrality 
of Belgium 
as 
long as her adversary respects It, but 
wo know that" France was ready to In- 
vade Belgium. 
France can afford 
to 


wait, we cannot. 
A French attack on 
our flank in the region of the lower 
Rhine might have been fatal. 
It is 


for that reason that we have 
been 


compelled to Ignore the Just protests of 
the governments of Luxemburg and 
Belgium. The injustice which we thus 
commit we will repair as soon as our 
military object has been attained. 
"It has been shown above how much 


value can be attached to the assertion 
of the alleged intention of France to 
invade Belgium. 
That intention, and 


the realization of that intention belong 
exclusively to Germany and they must 
be left In her possession. 
This IE 


especially the case in view of the fact 
that the military dispositions under- 
taken by France, absolutely refute the 
allegations of the German chancellor. 
So true is this that when the violation 
of Belgian territory became 
an 
ac- 


complished fact, and when the king of 
Belgium appealed under the terms of 
the treaty of 1S59 for support*in main- 
taining the neutrality of Belgium which 
these powers had guaranteed, France 
was so little prepared to Invade Bel- 
gium that It took her more than ten 
days to get her troops into the coun- 
try."The -world is familiar with the way 
Germany has repaired in Belgium the 
injustice of which she was guilty to 
use the words of the Gorman chan- 
cellor.

"From the declaration made by the j 


Imperial German chancellor it may be 
seen that the German government is 
conscious of Its wrongdoing. 
As one 


of the guarantors of Belgium's neu- 
trality, it wanted to force Belgium to 
relinquish its neutrality for Germany's 
benefit. 
Because Belgium would not 


consent to this perjury, and because 
Germany could not reproach her with 
anything else, Germany invaded and 
covered with blood and ruin a small 
peaceful country ot hardworking and 
honest people, a country which it had 
promised to protect. 


"This attack upon her neutrality is 


the first violation for which Belgium 
asks judgment from the universal con- 
science. 
"The entire Beige-German question 


today Is dominated by the fact of this 
violation of the neutrality of Belgium. 
Therefore, there IB not a single shot 
fired by a German soldier .in Belgium, 
which is not manifestly and avowedly

Sinr.e the withdrawal of the 


government from Brussels to Antwerp,' the entire fighting force of the little kingdom has he™ concentrated 
in the latter city. The fall of Antwerp before the German guns that reduced the forts of Liege and Kamur 


is gravely threatened. 


Advices from neutral sources confirm hitherto disputed German claims that they have broken through the 


outer circle of fortifications, .crossed the river Netbo and brought their big guns within range of tho ^city 
proper. 
The Belgian government has been transferred to Ostend, the populace is fleeing into Holland and 


flags of mercy are flying from the steeples of churches to indicate that these structures if spared will not be 


utilized in the desperate defense, that the garrison is expected to make. 


If the city falls the Belgian army will have tho alternative, barring surrender, of attempting to fight 


•iia wny through a German-infested country in order to effect a juncture with the allies or 'of retreating into 


Holland, there to be interned until the war ends.

For days Antwerp has been -holding out -in the hope that the left wing of the allies would swing around 


•in .time to save the city. Recent reports from the battle line have made it plain that succor from this sourc 


was extremely doubtful. 


It is believed that the bombardment of Antwerp began today after.a demand for the surrender of the 


city had been refused.

Little change on the battle line in jhe north of Fr.ince is indicated in the afternoon statement of the 


French war office. 


According to tho French statement the Russian offensive continues along the front of East Prussia. 


A wireless despatch from Berlin says that the papers there report that the Japanese attacks on Tsing 


Tau have been repulsed.

Tokio announces officially that the German fire from Tsing Tau is slackening. 
Japanese officials, a 


despatch from Tokio says, explain that Japan's assurances that she does not seek territorial aggrandizement 
must be interpreted as meaning that she will not take steps for the protection of commerce. 


The report widely circulated from sources hostile to Germany that Emperor William had 
removed 


General Von Moltke as chief of the general staff is proven untrue by reports from neutral quarters. 


A German aeroplane visited Paris today, dropping two bombs, one of which wounded three persons. 
Vienna claims that the Russians have been driven out of Huugary. The'Russian ambassador at Rome 


replies that the Russians occupy one-fifth of Hungary as well as seven-eights of Galicia. 


A development of the war situation is an apparent mild.. relaxation .in the censorship at Berlin. From 


tho beginning, the German censors have been most exacting in the performance of their duty, but for'the past 
day or two they seem, to have permitted the correspondents a little wider -latitude.

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THE 


Issues Statement on Belgium's 


Position in the Present Euro- 
pean Conflict 


WASHINGTON, Oct. s.—The Belgian 


legation has 
complied the 
following 


statement o£ tlic Belgian case In tho 
present European war, to answer tho 
many inquiries that havo been received 
on the subject: 


"By 
tho 
treaty 
of April IS, 1839, 


.Prussia, France, England, Austria and 
Russia declared themselves guarantors 
of the treaty concluded on the same 
day between the kins of the Belgians 
and the king of The Netherlands. This 
treaty provides: 
" 'Belgium forms an independent state 


of perpetual neutrality.' 


"That is to say Belgium was forbid- 


den, in case of war, to take the part o£ 
any of tho belligerents. 


"Since then Belgium has fulfilled all 


her neutrality obligations; she has act- 
ed In a spirit of meticulous impartial- 
ity. Sho has left nothing undon« to 
maintain and make respected her neu- 
trality. 
Germany's obligation to re- 


spect Belgian neutrality was even more 
emphatically ami-mod by one of Ger- 
many's greatest men, by tho creator of 
tho empire. Prince, then Count Sls- 
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mnrck, wrote in a letter to Baron No- 
hombs, Belgian minister in Berlin, on 
he 22nd of July, 1870, as follows: 
"In confirmation of my verbal as- 
uranccs, I have the honor to give In 
riling a declaration which, In view of 
ic treaties In force, is quite superflu- 
us, that the confederation of tho north 
nd its allies will respect the neutral- 
y of Belgium on the understanding, 
f course, that it is respected by the 
thcr belligerent. 


(Signed) 
" Von Bismarck.' 


"On August 2nd. last, In the course 
f the day, the German minister 
in 


Brussels, SI. De Below Haleske. gave an 
ntcrview to the reporters of the news- 
aper Lo Soir, and declared to them 
hat Belgium had nothing to fear from 
Sermany. He went so far as to employ 
his expression: 'You will see, perhaps, 
our neighbor's house on fire, but your 
ouse will remain Intact.' 
The same 


ay, at 1 o'clock, in the evening, ho 
ommunicatcd the following note to the 
Belgian government: 
" 'The German government has re- 
eived unimpeachable news to the of- 
cct that the French forces have the 
ntention of marching on the Mouse by 
Glvet and Namur. This news leaves no 
[oubt as to the intention of France to 
march upon Germany from Belgian ter- 
ritory. 


"The Imperial government of Ger- 


many cannot help fearing that Bel- 
gium, In spite of the best of intentions, 
will not bo In a position to 
repulse 


without help rtn Incursion 
by 
the 
''rench of such great magnitude. In 
this case It Is sufficiently certain that 
Germany is seriously threatened. It Is 
the urgent business ot Germany 
to 


forestall this attack on tho part ot the 
enemy. 
The 
German 
government 


would be filled with lively regret If 
Belgium were to regard as an act of 
hostility against her the fact that 
her precautionary measures oblige her 
to violate on her side Belgian terri- 
tory. 
"In order lo avoid the possibility of 


misunderstanding, tho German gov- 
ernment made the following comment: 
" 'First: Germany contemplates no 


act of hostility towards Belgium. If 
Belgium consents to assume In the 
war which Is about to commence the 
attitude of friendly neutrality towards 
Germany, the German government, on 
its side, engages, when peace Is re- 
stored, to guarantee tho integrity of 
the kingdom and Us possessions. 
" 'Second: Germany engages herself, 


on the aforesaid conditions, to evacu- 
ate Belgian territory as soon as peace 
is concluded. 
" -Third: 
If Belgium 
observes s 


friendly attitude, Germany Is ready In 
cooperation with the authorities of the 
government of Belgium, to buy for 
cash, everything that Is necessary for 
troops, and to pay Indemnities for 
damage done in Belgium; but If Bel- 
glum behaves in a 
hostile 
manner 


agninst tho troops, and In particular 
places difficulties In the way of their 
advance hy opposition by the fortifi- 
cations of the Meuse, or by the de- 
struction of roads, railways, tunnels 
or other works, Germany 
will 
be 


makes 
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obliged to consider Belgium 
as 
an 


enemy. 
" 'In that case Gormany wi.l enter 


into no agreement with the kingdom, 
but will allow the further relationship 
of the two states to he left to the de- 
cision of arms. The German govern- 
ment feels that it is justified in hoping 
that this eventuality will not material- 
ize and that the Belgian government 
will know how to 
take 
appropriate 


measures to prevent Its materializa- 
tion. In that case the friendly rela- 
tions which unito the two neighboring 
states will become closer and more 
lasting.' 
"Such Is tho German note. It will 


be noticed that there is no question of 
tho alleged entry of French aviators 
and officers Into Belgium, as has been 
stated In several papers here. 
The 


document in fact knocks that fable 
on the head. The only reason given 
for the violation of Belgian territory 
Is tho alleged intention of the French 
army to march upon Givet and Namur. 
This assertion is supported 
by 
no 


proof, and Is denied by the French 
government, which officially declared 
to Belgium and England its intentions 
of not violating'Belgian territory. On 
tho contrary, the premditated inten- 
tion ot Germany to violate Belgium 
neutrality is proved in the most irre- 
futable way, namely, by the affirma- 
tion of the German secretary of state, 
himself, and by that of tho German 
chancellor. 
„ 
"To the request ot Sir William Gos- 


chcn, tho English ambassador in Ber- 
lin, to be allowed to know it Germany 
would pledge herself to respect the 
neutrality of Belgium, the Gorman sec- 
retary of state replied that 'this neu- 
trality had already been violated by 
Gcrmany.' Herr von Jagow went again 
into the reasons why the imperial gov- 
ernment had been obliged to take this 
step, namely, that they had to advance 
Into France by the quickest and easiest 
way so as to be able to get well ahead 
with their operations and endeavor to 
strike some decisive blow, as early as 
possible. It was a matter of life and 
death to them, tor, it they had gone 
by the more southern route, they could 
not have hoped, in view of the paucity 
of tho roads and tho strength of ths 
fortresses, to 
have 
gotten through 


without formidable opposition entailing 
great loss of time. 
This loss of time 
would mean time gained by the Rus- 
sians for the bringing up of their 
troops to the German frontier. Rapid- 
ity of action was the great German 
asset, while that of Russia was -the In- 
exhaustible supply of troops. 
(Official 


report of the British ambassador in 
Berlin to the British government.) 
"This conversation preceded by a few 


minutes that In which the German 
chancellor, giddy at the sight of the 
abyss Into which Germany was falling, 
uttered these celebrated words: 'Just for 
a word NEUTRALITY, a word which 
in war times has been so often disre- 
garded. Just for A SCRAP OF PAPER. 
Great Britain Is gains to make war on 
a kindred nation. At what price would 
that compact (Neutrality) have been 
kept? Has tho British 
government 


thought of that?' Sir William Gaschen 
replied, that . fear 
of consequences 


would, hardly be regarded as an excuse 
for breaking 
a solemn 
engagement. 


(Official report of the British ambas- 
sador in Berlin to his government.) 


"It is very clear from these docu- 


ments that Germany had for a long 
time premeditated the violation of the 
neutrality of Belgium and that she has 
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even reconciled hci'Holf to tho terrlblo 
danger ot wtu* with Great Britain, 
rather tlmn renounce thu advantages 
sho thought Hhe would Rain by not 
respecting tho treaty. 
In tho face of 


theso coiifcHKlorfB tho allegation!) that 
Franco wished to violate tho neutrality 
of Belgium, an allegation supported by 
no proof, falls to tho prround. , 


"To continue the analysts of tho Gor- 


man note, one reads: '1C Belgium con- 
sents to assume In tho war which Is 
about to commence tho attitude of 
friendly neutrality towards Germany, 
the German government, On its side, 
engages, when peace IK restored, 
to I 


guarantee the Integrity of tho king- 
dom and Us possessions. 
| 


"Could Belgium, \\ltiiout being falsa 


to her duties of neutrality, take up tho 
position vshlch. tho Gcrnmn government 
cnlla 'friendly neutrality?' 
That is to 


say could slip allow the German arm- 
ies to pass without opposition through 
her-territory? Can the German gov- 
ernment itself answer that question. 
. "It Is enough to re-read tho con- 
versation given above, between * the 
British ambassador uud 
tho German 


secretary-of state to coino to a- clear 
conclusion In that respect. If the vio- 
lation of Bel-dan territory was to pro- 
cure so signal an advantage to Ger- 
many that she hail no fear of bringing 
on war with .England to attain It; then 
for Belgium to lend herself to the pas- 
sage of Gorman 
troops must have 


meant tho certainty of 
fatal 
conse- 


quences for Franco. Thus for Belgium 
to have yielded to tha German ultima- 
tum .would Ipso facto have conferred 
a considerable advantage to Germany 
to the detriment of the other- bellig- 
erent, and -would have constituted a 
breach of neutrality. 


"Germany concludes hor notea by 
threats. She engages on the conditions 
already denned, to evacuate 
Belgian 


territory at the conclusion of peace. If 
Belgium behaves in a hostile manner, 
("that Is to say. if she does her duty) 
Germany will he obliged to consider 
Belgium arj an enemy. She would then 
leave the ultimate arrangements ot the 
relation.1: of the two states to the rte- 
ciblon of arms—In other words, If Bel- 
gium doca not agree to violate the 
treaty, Germany will treat her as an 
enemy ami adds a veiled throat ofan- 
ncxting a part or the whole of her 
territory. 


"The moral fibre of nations Is not 
always measured by their size or pow- 
er, Belgium is small and weak, but her 
answer bears witness to her love of 
justice and to her 
respect 
for 
the 
right. She would rather die with hon- 
or than live dishonored. 


"That was made clear by the answer 


of hor government. 
The answer was 
as follows: 
" 'The German note 
has 
been a 
painful surprise to the Belgian gov- 
ernment. Tho intentions which tho 
note attributes to France are In con- 
tradiction to the formal 
declarations 


which were made to us on the 1st of 
August in the name of the republic. 
Besides, If—contrary to our 
expecta- 
tions—France Is about to violate the 
neutrality of Belgium, Belgium would 
bo prepared to. fulfil its neutrality ob- 
ligations, and her enemy would offer 
to the invader the most vigorous re- 
sistance. 
The treaties of 1S39, con- 


firmed by tho treaties of 1S70. commit 
to thu guarantee of the powers und no- 
tably to the government of His Majes-. 
ty the King of Prussia, the independ- 
ence nnd neutrality of the Kingdom of 
Belgium. 
. "The chancellor of the German em- 
pire said In a sitting of the 
Reich- 
stag on tho 4th of August: "We are 
in a state of legitimate defence. 
Ne- 


cessity knows no law. Our 
troops 
have occupied Luxemburg and 
have 


perhaps already penetrated into Belgi- 
um. This Is against the law of 
na- 
tions France, it is true, has declared to 
Brussels that she Is determined to re- 
spect the neutrality of Belgium 
as 
lonp as her adversary respects It, but 
we know that Franco was ready to in- 
vade Belgium. 
France can afford 
to 


wait, we cannot. 
A French attack on 
our flank in the region of the lower 
Rhine might havo been fatal. 
It Is 


for that reason that we have been 
compelled to Ignore the Just protests of 
the governments of Luxemburg- and 
Belgium. The Injustice which we thus 
commit we will repair as soon as our 
military object has been attained. 
"It has been shown, above how much 


value can be attached to the assertion 
of the alleged intention of France to 
invade Belgium. 
That intention, and 


the realization of that intention belong 
exclusively to Germany and they must 
be left in her- possession. 
This IB 


especially the case In view of the fact 
that tho military dispositions under- 
taken by France, absolutely refute the 
allegations of. the German chancellor. 
So true Is this that when the violation 
of Belgian territory became 
an 
ac- 


complished fact, and when tho king of 
Belgium appealed under the terms of 
tho treaty of 1859 for support, in main- 
taining the neutrality of Belgium which 
these powers had guaranteed, France 
•was so little prepared to invade Bel- 
glum that It took her more than ten 
days to get her troops into the coun- 
try."Tha world is familiar •with the way 
Germany has repaired in Belgium the 
injustice of which she was guilty to 
use the words of the German chan- 
cellor. 
"Under the pretext that her troops

with 10,000 Inhabitants, was utterly de- 
stroyed. 
On the 15th of September, 


there only remained in that town 282 
houses out of 1400. 
The town of 


Acrscliot, with SOOO Inhabitants, is now 
nothing but a mass of ruins and more 
than 160 of Us Inhabitants have been 
shot. 
Diri;;ible balloons have thrown 


bombs at night into Antwerp. 
It 


cannot be ' maintained by those who 
were In the balloons that they were 
trying, to hit the forts, as the forts 
are outside tho boundaries of tho town, 
and a good distance outside them.as 
well. 
Nor could the bombs thrown 


have had any effect upon the forts, 
which are even . stronger than those 
of Liege. 
There was no warning of 


this bombardment, a fact which con- 
stitutes a violation of article 26 of the 
fourth convention of the Hague, and 
more than a dozen people were killed, 
all of thenvnon-combatants and several 
of them women and children. 


"The town of Louvaln, with Its 42,000 


inhabitants, was one ot the centers of 
Belgian culture. 
It had no mercy 


shown to It and has been nearly 'oblit- 
erated. 
Several quarters of the town 


were set on flre, the 
Church of St. 


Pierre, a marvelous example of Gothic 
art, the buildings of the .university, in- 
cluding the library .with more than 
70,000 volumes, of which a large, num- 
ber were 
ancient 
manuscripts, 
the 


collections belonging to the university, 
nearly ail the scientific institutions, and 
nearly all the houses of the town were 
deliberately .burned. 
. They are now 


nothing more than 
heaps 
of 
ashes. 


Their destruction has been a loss to the 
whole civilized world.

"lumbers of 
absolutely .innocent 


women r»nd children' lost their lives In 
the flro which was started by the order 
of the German military officials. 
Of 


those who .were saved, seve'ral thou- 
sand, Including women enfeebled by 
age, and children in arms, aro today 
wandering homeless over the roads, 
without food or clothing. 
They are 


not to blame for anything, unless it 
Is because 
they 
belong to a nation 


which has refused to .purchase peace 
at the price of dishonor. 
That can be 


the only crime accounted to them and 
it is for that thay have lost all their 
possessions'upon the earth. 
"From the declaration made by the 


imperial German chancellor it may be 
seen that the German government 
Is 


conscious of its wrongdoing. 
As one 


of tho guarantors 'of Belgium's neu- 
trality. It, wanted to force Belgium to 
relinquish its neutrality for Germany's 
benefit.' 
Because Belgium would not 


consent to this perjury, and because 
Germany could not reproach her with 
anything else, Germany invaded and 
covered with blood and ruin a small 
peaceful country of hardworking .and 
honest people, a country which It had 
promised to protect. 


-"This attack upon her neutrality is 
the first violation for which Belgium 
asks Judgment from the universal con- 
science. 


"The .entire Belgo-German question 


today Is dominated by the fact of this 
violation of the neutrality of Belgium. 
Therefore, there is not a single shot 
fired by a German soldier In Belgium, 
which is not manifestly and avowedly 
belying most sacred things, the keep- 
ing of a solemn pledge, and the right 
for an honest nation .that, never .if anted 
war, nor showed aggressive . disposi- 
tions to be allowed to live its peace- 
ful and neutral life.

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Mrs. Bombard Breaks Dbwn at 


Trial of Her Son on Murder 
Charge—Case Goes to Jury at 
Worcester Today 


WORCESTER, Oct. 8.—That the only 


regret which Thomas H. Bombard, on 
trial In the superior court for the flrst 
degree murder of Supt. Erhardt Reith- 
el of tho Pondvillo woolen mill in Au- 
burn on July 9, had after tho triple 
shooting In tho mill was. that he had 
not killed Mrs. Exilda King, accord- 
las' to the testimony of tho, govern- 
ment's principal witnesses yesterday. 


These witnesses were Police Patrol- 


men James F. Swan and Edwin C. 
Butcher, who arrested Bombard near 
his mother's home the. night after tho 
shooting. 
They testified that 
after 


they had Bombard under arrest, he 
eaid he wanted to kill the King wo- 
man and that ho would willingly go 
to tho chair if ho had succeeded in 
slaying her. According to the ofliccr's 
testimony, Bombard was so determined 
to kill tho former object of his affec- 
tions that after he .had shot Supt 
Relthcl arid Miss Roithel, and 
Mrs. 


King had fallen Into hie arms in 
faint, ho lifted her head up and fired 
,1 bullet into her head, but It did not 
end her life.. 
The taking of evidence was closed 


yesterday afternoon when the defense 
rested 
after 
presenting: 
witnesses 


to show that Bombard was drunk, tho 
night beforo and on tho day of tho 
shooting, the defense being that Bom 
hard was too drunk at the time he 
ehot Sujit. Roithel to commit a. first 
degree murder. Tho evidence for both 
Bides was all In at 3 yesterday after- 
noon and court was adjourned until 
today, when the caso will be given to 
the "jury.

That the recess committee and the 
oinmiti.ee on municipalities 
of 
the 


gislature are very much in favor of 
uniform charter for Massachusetts 
ties—a charter to embody the esaen- 
als of- the Boston city charter—is the 
elief of Mayor Murphy who atended 
eetings of both these committees at 
IP state house, yesterday. 
"I am rather of the opinion," said 
.ayor Murphy, today, "that the recess 
ommittee and the committee on mu- 
cipalities will recommend a uniform 
mrter and that it will be patterned 
fter the Boston charter. The

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The Belgian 


legation hats complied tho 
following: 


statement of tho Belgian case In tho 
'present European war, to answer the 
many inquiries that have been received 
on the subject: 


"By 
the 
treaty 
of April 19,, 1839, 


Prussia, France, England, Austria and 
Russia declared themselves guarantors 
of tho treaty concluded on the same 
day between tho king of the Belgians 
and tho king of The Netherlands. This 
treaty provides: 


" 'Belgium forms an independent state 


of perpetual neutrality.' 


"That is to say Belgium was forbid- 


den, in case of war, tu take the part of 
any of the belligerents. 


"Since then Belgium has fulfilled all 


her neutrality obligations; she has act- 
ed in a spirit of meticulous impartial- 
ity. 
She has left nothing undon* to 


' maintain and make respected her neu- 
trality. Germany's obligation 
to re- 


spect Belgian neutrality was even more 
emphatically affirmed by one of Ger- 
many's greatest men, by tho creator oC 
tho empire.

This news leaves no 
doubt as to the intention of Franco to 
march upon Germany from Belgian ter- 
ritory. 


"The Imperial government-of Ger-

In 
this case it is sufficiently certain that 
Germany is seriously threatened. It Is 
the urgent business of Germany to 
forestall this attack on tho part of the 
enemy.

hostility against her the fact that 
her precautionary measures oblige her 
to violate on her side Belgian, terri- 
tory.

ernment made the following comment: 
" 'First: Germany contemplates no 


act of hostility towards Belgium. If 
Belgium consents to assume In tbe 
war which Is about to commence the 
attitude of friendly neutrality towards 
Germany, the German government, on 
Its side, engages, when peace la re- 
stored, to guarantee the Integrity of 
the kingdom and its possessions. 
" 'Second: Germany engages herself,

This assertion Is supported

proof, and is denied by the 
French 


government, which . officially declared 
to Belgium and England Us Intentions 
of not violating Belgian territory. On 
tho contrary, the premditated inten- 
tion of Germany to violate Belgium 
neutrality Is proved In the most irre- 
futable way, namely, by the affirma- 
tion of the German secretary of state, 
himself, and by that of the 
German 


chancellor. 
"To tho request of Sir William Gos- 


chen, tho English ambassador in Ber- 
lin, to be allowed to know if Germany 
would pledge herself to respect the 
neutrality of Belgium, the German sec- 
retary of state replied that 'this neu- 
trality had already been violated by 
Germany.1 Herr von Jagow went again 
into the reasons why the imperial gov- 
ernment had been obliged to take this 
step, namely, that they had to advance 
Into Franco by the quickest and easiest 
way ao as to b^ able to get well ahead 
with their operations and endeavor to 
strike some decisive blow as early as 
possible. It was a matter of life and 
death to them, for, If they had gone 
by the more southern route, they could 
not have hoped, In view of thp paucity 
of tho roads and the strength of the 
fortresses, to

without formidable opposition entailing 
great loss of time. This loss of tlmo 
would mean time gained by the Rus- 
sians for the bringing up of their 
troops to the German frontier.

perhaps already penetrated Into Belgi- 
um. This Is against the law of 
na- 


tions France, it Is true, has declared to

"It has been shown above how much 


value can be attached to tho assertion 
of the alleged Intention, of. Prance to 
invade Belgium. 
That .intention, and 


the realization of that Intention belong 
exclusively to Germany and they must 
be left In her possession. 
This Is 


especially the case In view of tbe fact 
:hat the military dispositions under- 
taken by France, absolutely refute the 
allegations of the German chancellor. 
So true is this that when th« violation 
of Belgian territory became 
an', ac- 


complished fact, and when tho king of 
Selglum^appealed under the terms of 
tho treaty of 1S59 for support, in.main- 
taining the neutrality of Belgium which 
these powers had guaranteed, France 
was so little prepared to invade Bel- 
glum that it took her more than ten 
days to get her troops into tho coun- 
try. 


"The world Is familiar "with.the way

portant towns whose boast It was to 
represent part of tho common inheri- 
tance ot civilization were not spared.:

spected during the centuries in all the 
constant wars of which Belgium has 
been the theater, were deliberately de- 
stroyed. 
Open cities were bombard- 


ed. 
Exorbitant taxation was imposed 


upon conquered towns, and when the 
Inhabitants were unable lo pay the 
taxes.-.a largo number of their houses 
were set on fire. 
That Is what hap- 


pened to "IVavre, among other cities, 
whose S500 Inhabitants were unable to 
pay a tax 
of 
$600,000. 
Termonde, 


1th 10,000 Inhabitants, was utterly de- 


stroyed. 
On the lath of September, 


there only remained In that town -2S2 
houses out of 1400. 
The town of 


Aerschot, with 8000 inhabitants, Is now 
nothing? but a ma.ss.of ruins and more- 
than 150 of Its Inhabitants havo been 
shot, 
Dirigible balloons havo thrown 


bombs at- night into Antwerp. 
It 


cannot be maintained by those who 
were in the balloons that they were 
trying to hit the forts, as tho forts 
fire outside the boundaries of the town, 
and a good distance outside them as 
well. 
Nor could the bombs thrown 


have had any effect upon the forts, 
which are even stronger than those 
of Liege. 
There -was no warning of 


this bombardment, a fact which con- 
stitutes a violation of article 2C of the 
fourth convention of the Hague, and 
more than a dozen people were killed, 
nil of them non-combatants and several 
of them women and children. 


"The town of Louvaln, with Its 42,000 


inhabitants, was one.of the centers of 
Belgian culture. 
It had no mercy 


shown to It and has been nearly oblit- 
erated. 
Several quarters of the town 


were set on fire, the Church of SL 
Plerr.e, a marvelous example of Gothic 
art, the buildings of.the university. In- 
cluding the library with "more than 
70,000 volumes, of which a large num- 
ber were" ancient 
manuscripts, 
the 


collections belonging to the university, 
nearly all the scientific Institutions, and 
nearly all the houses of the town were 
deliberately burned. 
They are now 


nothing more than heaps 
of 
ashes. 


Their destruction has been a loss to tho 
whole civilized world. 


"Numbers of 
absolutely innocent 


women ruid children 'lost'their lives In 
the fire which was started by the order 
of the German military officials. 
Of 


those who were saved, several thou- 
sand, including women enfeebled by 
age, and children In arms, are today 
wnndering homeless over the roads, 
without food or clothing. . 
They are 


not to blame for anything1, unless it 
is because 
they 
belong to a nation 


which has refused to purchase peacb 
at tha price of dishonor. 
That can be 


the only crime accounted to them- and 
it Is for. that they have lost all their 
possessions upon the earth. 


"From the declaration made by the 


Imperial German chancellor it may be 
seen that the German government is 
conscious of'Its wrongdoing. 
As one 


of tho guarantors of Belgium's neu- 
trality,. It. wanted to force Belgium'to 
relinqulsH'its neutrality for Germany's 
benefit. 
Because Belgium would not 


consent to. this perjury, and because 
Germany could-not.reproach her with 
anything else. Germany invaded • and 
covered with blood-and 'ruin a small 
peaceful country .of hardworking and 
honest people, a country which it -had 
promised t o protect.

"This attack upon her neutrality Is 
the' first violation for which Belgium 
asks judgment from the universal con- 
science.

'The entire Belgo-German question 


today is dominated by the fact of this 
violation of the neutrality.of• Belgium. 
Therefore, there Is not a single,shot 
fired by a German soldier In Belgium, 
which is not manifestly and avowedly 
belying most sacred things, the keep- 
Ing of a solemn pledge, and the right 
for an honest nation .that never .wanted 
war, nor showed aggressive. disposi- 
tions to be allowed to live its peace- 
ful and neutral life.

Mrs. Bombard Breaks Down at 


trial of Her Son on Murder 
Charge—Case Goes to Jury at 
Worcester Today 
; 


WORCESTER, Oct. 8.—That the only 


resret wh'ich ,Thomas H. Bombardon 
trial in the superior court for the first 
degree, murder of Supt. Erhardt Roith- 
cl of the Pondville woolen mill in Au- 
burn on-,July. 9, had a£tor the triple 
shooting, in the mill was that ho had, 
not killed Mrs. JSxilda King, accord- 
ins to tho testimony of tho govern- 
ment's principal witnesses yesterday. 


These witnesses were Police Patrol- 


men James R Swan and Edwin C. 
Butcher, who arrested Bombard near 
his mother's h,ome the night after tho 
shooting. 
They testified 
that after 


, they had Bombard under arrest, ho 


said he wanted to kill the'King- wo- 
man and that ho would willingly go 
to the chair If ho had succeeded In 
slaying her. According to tho officer's 
testimony. Bombard waa so determined 
to kill tlio former object of his affec- 
tions that after he had shot Supt. 
Reithel find Miss Reithol, and 
Mrs. 


King had fallen into his arms in a 
faint, he lifted her head up and fired 
n bullet Into her head, but it did not 
end her life. 


The taking of evidence was closed 


yesterday afterr.oon when tho defense 
rested 
after 
presenting 
witnesses 


to show that Bombard was drunk tho 
night before and on the day of the 
ehootinff, tho defense being that Bom- 
bard was too drunk at tho time ho 
shot Supt. Reithel to commit a first 
degree murder. Tho evidence for both 
sides was all in at 3 yesterday after- 
noon and court was adjourned until 
today, when the case will be given to 
the Jury. 


Officer Swan told 
of 
waiting for 


Bombard near his mother's homo and 
testified that Bombard had a revolver 
In his hand when ho was arrested. 
Swan testified In part as follows: 


"Bombard said, to us: 
'I have seen 


Charlie Ashworth about an hour ago. 
I guess from what Ashworth tells me, 
it's me for the chair. 
If I had only 


known that this woman was dead I 
would have killed myself out in the 
woods. 
You would never havo got 


me."" 


Officer Butchflr said * that after 
he 


grabbed, the 'revolver from Bombard, 
the prisoner. said: 
"I am 
all 
done. 


Tou can tajce .the, bullets.out of my 
pocket now." 
•- "On his way 
to the signal 
bos," 


Butcher testified, "Bombard asked if 
any of them were dead. I told him I 
guessed not and ho said; 
'If ehe is 


dead thoy can give me the chair. 
I 


will Kladly take if 


"I asked him what made him do it. 
lie said: 
'The lit took mo today. I 


then went to a hardware store and 
bought .50 cartridges.'" 


Attorney Charles F.-Campbell, junior 


counsel for the defense, then opened 
the case for tho defendant, outlining 
that the defense would be that Bom- 
bard was too drunk on tho day of 
the shooting:

The defense then called as witness- 


es to show that Bombard had been 
drinking heavily before and on the day 
of the shooting George T Greene, Mrs. 
William Bombard and Mrs. Napoleon 
Bombard, sisters-in-law of tho defen- 
dant; William B. Dodge, conductor of 
the trolley car on which 
Bombard 


rode to Auburn; F, Lincoln Powers, g- 
passenger on the car; Edward F. Scan- 
nell and John Connors. 


Mrs. Fhlllnda Bombard, mother of 


the defendant, was the last witness 
called for the defenae. 
Asked where 


hor son, Thomas, waa the night of 
July S, she said: 
"I got up out of 


bed at 11 o'clock and went to tho 
Leicester line and got Tom. Ho "was 
paralyzed. He was so drunk that he 
couldn't walk. 
I took him homo and 


he went to bed. Ho got up the next 
morning about 7 and was sick, but 
left the house a little while after- 
ward."

CATES FEWER SUPERVISORS 


BOSTON, Oct. S.—"The 
city 
has 


never suffered from an excess of lab- 
orers on its payroll," said Mayor Cur- 
ley lust night before tlio United Im- 
provement association 
at 
the 
City 


club; "It has suffered from an excess 
of supervisory officers, 
I hope," he 


continued, "it will be possible In the 
next throe or four years to put. men 
employed as city laborers on a merit 
system aiid to change 
the 
present 


system, su that instead of one super- 
visor and one inspector for every four 
or six laborers, there will be 40 labor- 
ers for every boss." 


The mayor went en record In favor 


of the proposed act, which will come 
before the voters at the state election, 
giving city laborers two weeks' vaca- 
tion. He said the city of Boston is 
anticipating this measure and will bo 
in a position to meet it, if it is passed.
